To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explaining 
the method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to note in this connection is that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary on 
very few schedules for August, the number of selling days in 
the calendar month being identical in 1941 and in 1942.

The index numbers for August show once again how war-time 
influences are greatly moderating the normal seasonal fluctua- 
tions in sales, particularly of non-food merchandise, but how 
most of these nevertheless gui to some extent. In peace-

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time August was almost the slackest month of the year for non- 
food sales, and the contrast with July and September was very 
marked, as in the former sales were swollen by pre-holiday 
buying and clearance sales, and the latter saw the beginning of 
autumn purchases. This year, as was pointed out last month, 
the special factors raising sales in July had almost disappeared, 
and the July index number was therefore a low one; conse- 
quently the drop between July and August was far smaller than 
usual—from 89 to 86. Last year the same influences were at 
work, and actually produced a small rise, though August 
remained a month of low sales. 

This changed movement between July and August was shown 
both by the apparel index and by that for household goods. 
The latter actually rose by two points (75 to 77), with only two 
districts showing a fall, and the rise in the South of England 
reached 14 per cent. The movement in the apparel index in 
this and earlier years may be seen from the following table, 
which also gives a comparison between August and the average 
for the year in question (the first rationing year being taken 
instead of 1941 since it would clearly be misleading to compare 
rationed purchases with unrationed) :—

at the seaside tend to buy their food from shops (and hotels) 
which do not report their sales to the Bank, but this factor 
should not be very strong in war-time, and the fall is probably 
due to a rather high index in July; compared with June the 
drop is only 1 per cent. 

These movements in food and non-food sales combined to 
produce a drop from 104 to 98 in the index for total sales. This 
is, of course, much less than the usual peace-time fall between 
July and August, for the reasons discussed above, but fairly 
similar to the movement in 1940 and 1941. 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE MONTHS EARLIER 


August.—Daily sales in August were substantially the same in 
1942 as in 1941, the change amounting to no more than a rise of 
0-4 per cent. Outside London the only district where the move- 
ment was more than fractional was the South of England, for 
which a fall of 4-2 per cent. was recorded. The partial recovery 
of Central and West End London from the extremely low level 
to which sales had fallen was maintained, with a rise of 15-2 per 
cent. in which all categories of specified goods shared. In 
Suburban London the advance was less marked, 4-9 per cent. 

Daily sales of food and perishables, amounting to approxi- 
mately 61 per cent. of the total value reported in August, rose 
by 3-7 per cent., an appreciable advance taking place in all 
districts except the South of England. Unallocated sales rose 
by 2-1 per cent. so that their distribution would probably have 
brought the district figures down a little. Other merchandise 
declined by 4-4 per cent., the fall being general except in Central 
and West End London, where sales rose by 19-6 per cent. This 
general decline brought other merchandise down to only about 
34 per cent. above the level of August 1939, even in value. 
This is less than the 7 per cent. increase shown for food and 
perishables, despite the fact that food prices have risen much 
less and that the comparison is made with a month of low non. 
food sales. The decrease from 1941 exceeded 10 per cent. in the 
Midlands and in the South of England. 

For the country as a whole the various categories showed a 
wide range of movement, but to some extent the differences are 
due to abnormal figures for last year. Thus the outstanding 
increase was one of 26 per cent. for dress materials, essentially 
due to the two London areas, but this is accounted for by declines 
last year. Apart from piece-goods, boots and shoes was the only 
main category to show a rise of any importance, and this was 
under 3 per cent. Declines of over 20 per cent. were recorded 
both for hardware and for sports and travel goods, and shortage 
of supplies has reduced the value of sales in these departments 
well below pre-war levels, despite the rise in prices. The decline 
of 15 per cent. for men’s and boys’ wear was in striking contrast 
to the stability of women’s wear, and the marked difference was 
common to all districts except Central London. 
departments showed a substantial fall, following a fractional rise 
in July, which was in marked contrast to the large increases 
shown earlier in the year, and reinforces the suggestion that 
the change was partly due to the couponing of most furnishing 
fabrics in the middle of June. 

Shops reporting their coupon receipts to the Bank took about 
10 per cent. less than in August 1941. The only district increase 
(which exceeded 25 per cent.) was in Central and West End 
London and may be partly attributable to the number of holiday 
visitors. The amount spent per coupon in August was somewhat 
higher than a year ago, but much the same as in July. 


February-August.—Sales in the first seven months of the 
trading year exceeded those in the corresponding period of 1941 
by 2-3 per cent. Only the South of England failed to reach last 
year’s figures and in Central and West End London the advance 
amounted to 16-3 per cent., a much higher percentage than any 
shown by other areas. The rise was more marked, 3-7 per cent., 
in food and perishables which expanded in every district, than 
in other merchandise, 0-5 per cent., which declined in three of the 
provincial districts. Among the main categories of merchandise 
the outstanding increase was for furnishing departments, 18-2 
per cent., and the heaviest fall for sports and travel goods, 
14-0 per cent. Piece-goods sales were practically identical in 
the two years, a rise for household goods being rather more than 
offset by a fall in dress materials. 


STOCKS ¢ 


The value of stocks reported at the end of August was 5-5 per 
cent. higher than in 1941. District increases varied from 1-9 per 
cent. for Suburban London to 11+3 per cent. for the Central and 
West End area. The advance was the second to be recorded

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since February, the first (in July) amounting to 2-0 per cent. 
The August rise in food and perishables, 44:1 per cent., was 
roughly of the same size as the corresponding one at the end 
of July, the higher level being made possible by the increased 
proportion of goods controlled by rationing (including sweets) 
and by the opportunities afforded to retailers to build up stocks 
of non-perishable merchandise. The possibility that the sample 
of food stocks is not sufficiently representative should be kept 
in mind, but there has certainly been a considerable expansion 
in both quantity and value during the year. For the reporting 
shops the value of stocks is now more than 75 per cent. higher 
than at the outbreak of war. 

Stocks of non-food merchandise only exceeded the correspending 
figure a year ago by 1-5 per cent., and the nine main categories 
showed a wide range of movement. The most considerable rise 
was for fancy departments, 29-5 per cent., stocks in this category 
being now more than double those held in August 1939. This ex- 
ceptionally high figure is due to the large proportion of goods 
subject to purchase tax at 66% per cent. The only other signifi- 
cant rise was 11-8 per cent. for women’s wear, the increase of 
7:8 per cent. for miscellaneous and unspecified goods covering 
too small a quantity of widely differing articles to be of much 
importance. Piece-goods declined by 17-4 per cent., the fall 
being particularly heavy, 23-9 per cent., in the household goods 
sub-category. The decrease in boots and shoes, 16-6 per cent., 
was also considerable and reduced the value of stocks to about 
9 per cent. above August 1939. This compares with an increase 
of some 60 per cent. for the value of all non-food stocks in re- 
perting shops. { 

The month to month change in apparel stocks, measured since 
August last by comparing the schedules of retailers reporting 
stocks in both of two adjacent monthis, is given in the following 
table :—

Boots and shoes declined again after a check in July, while 
women’s wear again advanced, the trend having been upwards 
since January. There was a slight increase in dress materials 
and in men’s and boys’ wear. 

It is now possible to check the cumulative results of these 
12 monthly comparisons against the direct comparison between 
August 1942 and a year earlier. The result is reasonably satis- 
factory except for boots and shoes, where the direct comparison 
gives a fall of 17 per cent. instead of 24 per cent. This may be 
due to the fact that some important footwear shops started 
reporting in September 1941, so that their results were not in- 
cluded in the first comparison between August and September.

PRICES OF HOME GROWN TIMBER 


In order to avoid misconceptions it is pointed out that the 
prices for home grown timber in the Timber Control Oraers are 
maximum prices. While, therefore, sellers may charge up to 
these maximum prices, they have no right to insist on them 
unless the buyer contracts to pay them. 


WAR RISKS AND WAR DAMAGE 
INSURANCE OF STOCKS OR EQUIPMENT 

The Board of Trade have reason to believe that a rumber of 
traders and firms who are required to insure their stocks or 
equipment under Part II of the War Risks Insurance Act, 1939 
or Part II of the War Damage Act, 1941, as the case may be, are 
failing to comply with their statutory obligations by either not 
insuring at all or insuring for a sum considerably short of the 
full value for which the law requires them to insure. 

A number of prosecutions have recently been instituted by 
the Board against persons who have failed to comply with their 
obligations and traders are warned that the Board will not 
hesitate to enforce the provisions in question wherever necessary. 


FUEL ECONOMY IN INDUSTRY 


Following a speech by Major Gwilym Lloyd George, Minister 
of Fuel and Power, at Nottingham, in which he drew attention 
to the scope and the urgent necessity for fuel economy in indus- 
try, a meeting has been held in London between the Fuel 
Efficiency Committee of the Ministry and representatives of 
more than thirty Trade Associations. These Associations cover 
industries which consume in the aggregate more than 25 million 
tons of coal a year. 

Among the matters discussed were : 

Duties and status of fuel efficiency officers who are being 
appointed in the majority of factories all over the country. 

Methods of measuring fuel consumption per unit of product 
in order to provide a “ yard stick” for the assessment of fuel 
efficiency in each industry. 

Bonus schemes to workmen to encourage fuel saving. 

It was reported that the scheme for training fuel efficiency 
officers and boiler firemen is in full swing. Lecture courses will 
again be held this winter and will start within a few weeks at 
more than 60 centres. 

The recommendation was made that in every firm some one 
possessing a knowledge of fuel should be appointed to act as a 
fuel officer or “ fuel chaser.” 


FUEL AND POWER APPOINTMENTS 


Mr. F. H. Wynne, C.B.E., B.Sc., retired from the post of 
H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines on 20 September, on reaching the 
age limit. ‘ 

He is to be succeeded by Mr. J. R. Felton, O.B.E., who has 
been the Deputy Chief Inspector since the end of 1937. 


DIRECTORATE OF OFFICE MACHINERY 


The Board of Trade announce that they have appointed The 
Right Hon. Lord Forres to be Director of Office Machinery in 
succession to The Hon. Geoffrey Cunliffe, who has joined the 
Ministry of Production, but still remains a member of the 
Industrial and Export Council.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


ALUMINIUM BRONZE AND HIGH TENSILE 
ALUMINIUM BRONZE INGOTS AND CASTINGS 


This publication (B.S. 1031-2 and 1072-3) which has recently 
been issued by the British Standards Institution, forms another 
of the series of copper alloy ingots and castings which has been 
prepared at the request of the Directorate of Economy of the 
Ministry of Supply in order to effect economy in tin. Two grades 
of aluminium bronze are covered, one of 32 tons per square inch

tensile, in which nickel and manganese are not present as added 
elements, and the other for a high tensile grade (40 tons per 
square inch) in which nickel and manganese are present in order 
to obtain the desired mechanical properties. 

The specifications follow the general lines for all British

BELTING DUCKS 


At the request of the Cotton and Rubber Controls, the British 
Standards Institution has recently issued a War Emergency 
Specification for Cotton Belting Ducks for use in the manufac- 
ture of Rubber Conveyor, Elevator and Transmission Belting 
and of Balata Belting. The object of this specification is to 
reduce the number of individual types of duck used in the rubber 
and adtlied industries in the manufacture of belting, in order to 
effect economy in the use of cotton. The desirability of using 
the smallest possible number of single yarn counts and yarn 
foldings in order to secure the maximum degree of interchange- 
ability was a prime consideration in preparing the Standard. 

Four types of duck (28, 31, 32 and 33} oz.) are specified, and 
it is considered that belting for power transmission employing 
both rubber and balata impregnation and rubber conveyor and 
elevator belting can be made with these four types.

SXEMPTION OF SODA ASH FROM DUTY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
‘“* Board of Trade Journal” of 5 September 1940 (page 162), 
the “ Indian Trade Journal ” of 11 June 1942 contains a copy of 
Resolution No. 458-T(1)/41 dated 6 June 1942, issued by the 
Department of Commerce, which extends the exemption from 
import duty of soda ash for a further period of one year from 
22 June 1942, with the modification that in the case of imports 
from the United Kingdom the refund of duty will be limited to 
the excess over 10 per cent. ad valorem.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa. 

General business conditions are steady on the whole. Stricter 
shopping regulations in regard to articles packed in glass con 
tainers were recently introduced as a result of a Government 
decree designed to conserve available supplies. Business at 
cash bazaars in all available lines remains brisk. The stock 
position at most larger centres cannot be considered unsatisfac- 
tory in the present circumstances, but in view of the pressure 
of the present volume of purchasing power and the difficulties 
of stock replacement, further restrictions in shopping oppor- 
tunies and facilities are expected. The decline in turnovers may 
however to some extent be offset by the approach of the summer 
season. Factory activity on the whole is being well maintained. 

The Transvaal gold output for August (26 working days) was 
1,182,437 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, on 
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the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £9,932,471, compared with 
1,212,708 fine ounces, with a value on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce of £10,186,747 for August 1941 (26 working days). The 
average daily output for August 1942 compared with the 
previous month rose 287 fine ounces to 45,478. 

Railway earnings from 9 August to 5 September amounted 
to about £3,209,345 compared with £3,069,694 for the cor- 
responding period of 1941. 


AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Farming conditions and prospects are unchanged. Recent 
developments in the dehydration of fruit and vegetables are 
encouraging. 

Maize marketing conditions are still difficult as offerings are 
rather restricted owing to the lack of elevator space,-and pro- 
ducers are uncertain regarding the quantity of present holdings 
necessary for their own requirements. It is expected that the 
position will improve shortly when Control Board stocks are 
made available. The prospects of the wheat crop are less 
favourable owing to adverse climatic conditions in some areas of 
Cape Province. 

The new season’s wool appraisements opened in Cape Town on 
7 September, and reports indicate that the values of many types 
exceeded the 15 per cent. increase expected as a result of the new 
payment basis arranged in connection with the British wool 
purchase agreement. The market for mohair is still quiet apart 
from a small enquiry for super winter hair. Hides are frac- 
tionally dearer. Sheepskins are in fair demand but an easier 
trend is evident in prices. Coarse wooled skins are dull, and both 
goatskins and angoras are weaker. Wattlebark is in fair demand 
from India and to a lesser degree from Australia. Ostrich 
feathers are unchanged.

CHRISTMAS AND NEW YEAR GREETINGS 
CARDS FOR BRITISH PRISONERS OF WAR 
AND INTERNEES 


The Postmaster General announces that the general censor- 
ship regulations concerning the despatch of Christmas and New 
Year grecting cards to places abroad will again be relaxed this 
year. Greetings cards may be posted by members of the public 
to British prisoners of war and internees in enemy and enemy- 
occupied countries (other than Japan or Japanese-occupied 
territories), and in neutral countries. 

The cards should bear no writing other than the name and 
address of the sender and addressee. They must not be enclosed 
with letters but must be sent in separate unsealed covers which 
should be addressed in the usual way for prisoners of war and 
internees and clearly marked “ Greetings card only.”’ No postage 
is payable unless they are sent by air mail. Cards bearing 
Divisional or other formation signs or Unit names may not be 
sent ; cards bearing Regimental crests are, however, allowed. 

Greetings cards sent post free should be posted as early as 
possible in order to give them the best chance of delivery by 
Christmas. A further announcement will be made later about 
the posting date for cards sent by air mail. 


AIR MAIL CORRESPONDENCE FOR THE 
FALKLAND ISLANDS 


The Postmaster-General announces that air mail correspon- 
dence for the Falkland Islands is now accepted for transmission 
by the existing air mail services to Montevideo ; onward con- 
veyance from Montevideo is by sea. The postage rates are the 
same as those for air mail correspondence for Uruguay, viz., 
3s. 6d. per 4 oz. (postcards 1s. 7d.) if intended for conveyance 
by air all the way to Montevideo, or 2s. 3d. (postcards Is.) if for 
conveyance by sea to North America and thence by air. Corre- 
spondence prepaid at the higher rate should be superscribed

PRISONERS OF WAR IN THE FAR EAST 
Some doubt has been expressed as to the interpretation of the 
leaflet recently issued on the subject of communications with 
prisoners of war and civilians in Japan and Japanese-occupied 
territory. Full lists of prisoners and internees have not yet been 
received from Japan; and while in the case of the areas where 
fighting has ceased all letters addressed to persons believed to be 
prisoners of war or internees will be forwarded in advance of the 
receipt of lists, in the case of the small numbers of Service 
personnel believed to have been in Java and Sumatra, where 
fighting is still going on, it is regretted that it is not possible 
in the interests of the men themselves, and in view of the impossi- 
bility of ensuring delivery, to forward letters unless their names 
subsequently appear on lists of prisoners of war. Letters to 
civilians in Java and Sumatra are being forwarded to the last 
known address, in the hupe that delivery may be effected.

The Patent Office. 
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THE DEFENCE (PATENTS, TRADE MARKS, 
ETC.) REGULATIONS, 1941 


The above regulations have been amended by an Order in 
Council dated 17 September 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1882), 
copies of which may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, 
York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, price Id. (by post 2d.). 

The principal amendment adds a new Regulation 3A which 
empowers a competent authority, if expedient to do so in the 
interests of the defence of the realm or the efficient prosecution 
of the war, to require any person entitled to a right in respect 
of the use in the United States of America of an invention, 
discovery or design, to grant to the authority a licence in respect 
of such right. It further provides that no agreement for giving 
information for facilitating the manufacture of articles of any 
description in the United States of America and no transfer of 
any right or the grant of a licence or other interest in respect of 
the use in the United States of America of any invention, 
discovery or design may be made without a permit from the 
competent authority.

BOOT AND SHOE REPAIR TRADE 
REGISTRATION ORDER 


In order that every district in the country can be sure of 
adequate facilities for the repair of boots and shoes, both for 
military and civilian purposes, the Board of Trade has made the 
Footwear Repairs (Control) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 
1984, price ld.), according to which no person may, after | 
November 1942 carry on a business of repairing footwear (other 
than rubber footwear) unless he has registered with the Board 
of Trade. Any such person should accordingly apply for regis- 
tration to the Assistant Director for Footwear Repairs, Industries 
and Manufactures 2 Department, I.C.I. House, Millbank, London, 
S.W.1, at once, and in any case not later than 31 October, stating 
his business name and address (the name of the county is essential) 
and the number of employees, including a working proprietor. 
Only employees actually engaged on repairing work should be 
included, not those solely engaged on receiving, distributing and 
clerical work. 

Although the Order contains powers to enforce the keeping of 
business records, any records that may be asked for will, of 
course, be straightforward and adapted to the nature of the 
particular business under consideration. 

Outworkers who carry on a repair business on their own 
account should register. 


Each branch of a business where actual repairs are carried out 


should be separately registered, but this Order does not apply to 
receiving Depots, where the work of repairing is not carried out 
on the premises. All retailers of boots and shoes (or other 
commodities) who carry out boot and shoe repairs on their own 
premises should register. 

Institutions and private persons who carry out their own 
repairs should only register if in addition they take in boot and 
shoe repairing on a commercial basis. 

The proprietor’s name should also be given if not the same as 
the business name. A business consisting only of a self-employed 
person should also register. 

Businesses where the repair of rubber footwear is carried on 
in addition to that of other types of footwear should, of course, 
register. Garages and others whose scle concern in repairing 
footwear is the mending of rubber boots and shoes, should not. 


GENERAL MERCHANDISE MANUFACTURE 
CONTROLS AND PROHIBITIONS EX- 
TENDED TO SMALL FIRMS FROM 
| OCTOBER 


The Board of Trade wish to remind firms employing less than 
five people on the production of various items of general mer- 
chandise that certain controls and prohibitions of manufacture 
introduced on 1 August for firms employing five people or more, 
apply to smaller firms from 1 October. All manufacturers now 
require a licence to make and supply a large range of consumer 
goods other than clothing, including floor coverings, hollow-ware 
and kitchen hardware, metal furniture, domestic electrical 
appliances, mechanical lighters, equipment for athletic sports 
and outdoor games, musical instruments, fountain pens and 
umbrellas. 

In the case of furniture an interim Order limits production to 
specified articles of furniture for which maximum timber contents 
are set. A further Order will be issued when arrangements have 
been made for the production of utility furniture.

Jewellery, cutlery, toys and games, leather goods, glassware 
and fancy goods are also subject to the principal of “ essential 
goods only.” the manufacture of inessential goods in these classes 
being prohibited. No licence to manufacture permitted types 
of goods will be needed, but their supply is controlled in some 
cases under the Limitation of Supplies Order. Licences to 
manufacture prohibited types of goods will only be granted 
exceptionally where it is proved conclusively that a firm’s 
labour, premises and raw material cannot be used for more 
essential purposes.

AMENDMENTS TO MAXIMUM PRICES AND 
CHARGES ORDERS 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Maximum Prices and 
Maximum Charges Orders (Miscellancous Amendments) Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1978 price 1d.) amending certain 
Maximum Prices Orders. 

The definition of comparable goods in the Storage (Maximum 
Charges) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 837, price 1d.) is now 
amended and refers to goods which are comparable on the basis 
of type and quantity only. 

The definition of “maximum price”? and “ price” ir the 
Quilts and Quilt Covers (Maximum Prices) Order (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ” of 30 May 1942, page 271) has by the 
same Order been brought into line with the definition in other 
Maximum Prices Orders. The amended definition makes it 
clear that (except in the case of sales to retail customers) delivery 
charges payable by the buyer may be added to the maximum 
price of an article only when the total value of the parcel in which 
the goods are delivered (whether or not it includes other goods 
to which the Orders do nct apply) is not more than £2. The 
delivery charge payable by the buyer for such a parcel must 
not be counted as part of the price on which he calculates his 
margin. 

The Order also prescribes amendments to the arrangements 
incorporated in the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and 
Charges) (No.5) Order 1942 and the Utility Cloth (Maximum 
Prices) (No. 4) Order 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 1 August 1942, page 356), governing the sale by retailers, at 
tax-inclusive prices, of utility cloth and apparel on which 
Purchase Tax has been paid. The period during which retailers 
may continue freely to sell utility cloth and apparel which has 
borne Purchase Tax, at the price laid down by the Orders in 
force before 3 August 1942 is extended from 39 September to 
31 October 1942. Thereafter until 31 Janyary 1943, if retailers 
wish to charge prices including tax for such gcods they must 
comply with the conditions laid down in the Utility Cloth and 
Apparel Orders before mentioned. After 31 January the maxi- 
mum prices laid down in these Orders apply to all utility cloth 
apparel whether or not it has borne tax, except that until 31 May 
1943 utility cotton and rayon dress fabrics of specification 
numbers 304, 305 and 401, on which tax has been paid, may be 
sold at the tax-inclusive prices, provided that the conditions 
mentioned above which apply to such sales up te 31 January 
1943 are complied with. After 31 May 1943 all utility cloth and 
apparel without any exception whatever must be sold at the tax- 
free prices. 


DYEING AND CLEANING SERVICES 


Dyeing and cleaning services are being subjected to an increas- 
ing strain for various reasons—the growing requirements of the 
armed forces, the drain on labour owing to the call up of workers 
and the larger demands made by the civilian populaticn because 
of the need “* to make clothes do ” as long as possible. 

The Board of Trade have accordingly made the Dyeing and 
Cleaning (Control) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1997, 
price 1d.). By this Order the Board take power to issue direc- 
tions to the industry with the object of allocating capacity 
between service and civilian needs and, if necessary, to restrict 
use in particular circumstances, but always taking into account 
the needs of those engaged in work of particular importance. 
The Order came into force on 1 October. 

The use of compulsory powers will be avoided as far as possible. 
The Beard feel that they can rely on the co-operation of the 
industry and of the public to enable adjustments to be made and 
even, if it should be necessary, for facilities to be curtailed with 
the least possible inconvenience. 
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FURNISHING FABRICS 


All types of furnishing fabrics which were unrationed on 14 
June 1942 may now be supplied without regard to the quota 
restriction on woven non-wool non-utility cloth. The General 
Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1961, price 1d.) which puts this into 
effect thus supersedes the previous Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1329) which applied to the furnishing fabrics which are now 
subject to coupons, and extends it by including the fabrics 
which are still coupon-free. Supplies of these latter (coupon 
free) fabrics, however, remain controlled under the Miscellaneous 
Textiles (Manufacture and Supply) Directions, 1942 (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 20 June 1942, page 298), under 
which they may not be supplied at all to the home trade except 
by retail or under licence from the Board of Trade. 


QUOTA FOR NON-UTILITY KNITTED GOODS 


The Board of Trade wish to emphasise that the absence of 
restriction on supplies of knitted goods between firms registered 
in Class B, to which reference was made in the notice under the 
above heading in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 14 Sep- 
tember (page 420), does not mean that registered firms may 
manufacture knitted goods otherwise than in accordance with 
their production directions. It is an offence for a firm to manu- 
facture knitted goods not included in its H.P. programme, 
irrespective of the supply of such goods. 

Firms may, however, have stocks of goods in hand which were 
not included in their H.P. 1 programme because the goods were 
manufactured before 1 July when production became subject 
to directions. Utility goods made before 1 July may be supplied 
without restriction. Non-utility goods made before 1 July may 
be sold to another firm registered in Class B without restriction, 
but a licence must be obtained before such goods can be supplied 
to an unregistered person.
